The Vnited atates docs uot wibh from Uemimy, Austria or Tur- 
key a foot of land or a dollar of in^^ity. We tai in this war 
partly because it iind beeomi- impossible lor a higb-miiidi-d Niition 
louger to submit to t^e intolerable outrages and injuries, which lor 
two years we had suffered from Qermanys and partly because it was 
—as it long had been— our clear duty to take active part in I lie wm 
for democracy agiinst autocracy, for right against wrong, lor liberty 
against militaristic tyranny, lor the canse of the free people uguiiist 
the despotic and oligarchic governments whioh deny freedom' to the 
peoples. 

We must contiuue Nleadl'aHtly in the war until we gain pcaec 
by victory ; for no other peace justifies war. The peace thus gained 
must be the peace of jiistiee iiiid of risrliteousness ; for an unjust aand 
unrighteousueHs jteaee is iar worsi; (ban a jusl war. 

The principle underlying the peace should be the right of each 
people to Kovei'ii itself and to control its own destinies so far as sucb 
control- does uot conflict witli Ibe rights of others. 

' I have said .that we wished nothing for ourselves in either 
territory or indemnity. But we ought to insist on foriniil recofrnitioii. 
of the Monroe Doctrine; for this would not only be to oiu- advantage 
And to the advantage of all w«11-hehayed American nations, but 
would mark a lonp stride forward in international peace and fair 
dealing.

type. The only thing that permits theni to stand is the fact thaat 
somebody is still getting a few dollars a month out of them in i^entals. 

Any one of these hovels is apt to be the means of a coiill.-i^'ia- 
tion that would not meuu serious loss by fire alone, but the possible 
loss of life. There are buildings in Maysville not 'worth the lumber 
contained in them, stniuliii!,' as an hourly ineii.iee lo oilier struetiires 
well worth into the thousands of dollars. Ordinarily they are oc- 
cupied by the veiy poor, and most generally lamps are used and 
fire cat*elessly handled. The owner inaiuiges in .some way to escape 
the fire inspectors, and iu many instances he is of sutliuit^nt pronii- 
□ence in the community to cause neighboring property owners, those 
who really have something at stake, to withhold their complaints 
about bis fire traps. 

This should not be. No man who invests his money in property 
in Maysville should be forced to have it endangered by a shack that 
is not worth carrying insurance on. Atlanta and Lexington arc 
mourning a loss today of millions of dollars \forth tif jjioperty mere- 
. ly because they permitted a number of dilapidated old frame build- 
ings, almost untentable, but still drawing a few dollars a year in 
rentals, to remain in their business districts. There must be some- 
where in the city ordinances, or within the State fire laws, some- 
tfai^ to afford relief aand do away ^th this danger.

We can however over- 
look that fact that people believed In 
superstition at that time because civil- 
ization had not reached a very great 
height but to l|ear aome one tell us 
now, not to do certain things because 
it Is bad luck sounds not only absurd 
and childish but also denotes Ignor- 
ance.
